NEW YORK.—A new street and 
house numbering system, which 
makes it possible for any traveler 
to find any address in urban areas 
without a map or other help, has 
just been reported to the Amer¬ 
ican Society of Civil Engineers 
here. 

This millennium for mailmen, 
motorists and bewildered stran¬ 
gers has been devi.scd by Richard 
R. Lyman, London, England, and 
A. Z. Richards, Jr., Salt Lake 
City, Utah, Tlie system is now be¬ 
ing installed in the latter city, and 
certain features of it have also 
been adopted by Los Angelos, 
Calif., and Kansas City, Mo. 

Strangers in Salt Lake City’s 
metropolitan area will soon bo able 
to stand at any street intersection 
and fix their location in the city 
just as a sea captain might de¬ 
termine his position on the ocean 
by obtaining his latitude and | 
longitude, except that in Salt Lake ' 
City one needs no sextant. 

If the stranger has the house ' 
and street number of the address I 
he is seeking in the city ho can go i 
unerringly to it, for at each in- | 
tersection the signs give him a 
new “fix” on his position. To use 
the marine analogy again, it is as 
if the ocean were dotted with 
sign posts giving latitude and I 
longitude so that a sea captain j 
could read his position instead of 1 
determining it with a sextant by 
marine navigation mathematics. 

Under the system a city is di- i 
vided into four quarters by two j 
“master” intersecting lines which ; 
meet at some central point in the 
city. All streets are regarded as ■ 
east-west or north-.south streets, 
based on their general direction. 

At each street intersection the . 
names of the streets are accom- ! 
panied by a number and a letter. |

RecoreJ Time Road 
Is Wet in Study 
to Measure Wear 

LONDON.—To Greenwich time 
the highway engineer h.1s acicjed 
another standard of his own—wet 
road time. 

The Road Research Board here 
reports that because a road is 
generally assumed to wear more 
when wet than dry, a “wet road” 
clock has been devised which tells 
the length of time a roarj is wcT 
for every two-hour porioc.. during 
the month. These data are then 
combined with trafhe counts for 
the road under test, and figures 
computed for total wet and dry 
traflic. An index of road dura¬ 
bility is then much more accurate 
than if the variations in wearing 
qualities for wet and dry surfaces 
were not accounted for, : 

When a road is under te.'^t for 
durability under ordinai*y service I 
conditions, two metallic strips \ 
three feet long are placed a foot 
and a half apart in contact with 
the pavement. The electric road I 
clock connected to these strip.s 
operates on the principle that 
when the surface is wet the elec- ! 
trical resistance of the him of wa¬ 
ter is but a small fraction of a 
megohm, while resistance is as 
high as 50 megohms or more when 
the road is dry.

Tuberculo.sis killed more Orange 
county young men and women be¬ 
tween the ages of 1,5 and 35 dur¬ 
ing 1937 than did the automobile, 
according to a health report issued 
today by County Health Officer K. 
H. Sutherland. 

While the automobile was kill¬ 
ing 32 persons in this age span, 
tuberculo.sis claimed 40 lives, of 
which 25 were young women. 
Seventy-one persons of all ages 
died from the disease during the 
year, which was 12 less than in 
1936. 

Although the tuberculosis death 
rate for persons in certain age 
groups was higher than that on 
the highways, compared to deaths 
caused by consumption during 
previous years in tire county, it 
was the lowest on record. Tire 
rate was 55.46 per 100,000 popu¬ 
lation in Orange county. The 
health department figures there 
are approximately 128,000 resi¬ 
dents in this area. 

‘‘The tuberculosis examination 
clinics held weekly by the Orange 
county tuberculosis associations, 
the monthly clinics at the county 
hospital. an<i the school examina¬ 
tions held by the health depart¬ 
ment all are bringing results,” Dr. 
Sutherland points out. 

“The general population must 
be brought to realize, neverthe¬ 
less, that in order to discover 
early tuberculosis, a chest exami¬ 
nation, including X-ray, must be 
a part of the yearly health pro¬ 
gram in every family. 

Health department officials 
made 4588 home visits in tuber¬ 
culosis control work.

Should a merchant, construct¬ 
ing: 0 . driveway into his place of 
business, advance a sum of money 
to the city for removing the drive¬ 
way at some distant date in the 
future ? 

"Yes,” says Councilman William 
Penn. 

"No,” says Councilman Joseph 
P. Smith. 

Penn would require the prop¬ 
erty owner removing the curbing, 
and whatever sidewalk is nece.s- 
sary, to give the city an amount 
of money commensurate to replac¬ 
ing the altered sidewalk and curb¬ 
ing if and when the driveway was 
abandoned. The city would keep 
the money, waiting for this to 
happen. Penn pointed out that 
abandoned driveways in Santa 
Ana are a problem. He says they 
take up space which could be used 
for parking cars. Most people 
won’t park in front of an aban¬ 
doned drive, he contends. 

Councilman Smith, on the other- 
hand, doesn’t believ'e a man’s 
money should be tied up for such 
purposes by the city. The city 
would collect Interest on all such 
monies taken from property 
owners. Maybe it would be in the 
hands of the city for 10, 25, or 50 
years or an indefinite period, he 
believes. 

After an eloquent debate of ten 
minutes or so at last night’s coun¬ 
cil meeting, the council decided to 
have City Atty. Lew Blodget draw 
up an ordinance providing for the 
city’s retaining money for replac¬ 
ing driveways.

If it were put up to them in the right way, we imagine 
that the folk along the coast who have been plugging for a 
junior college in their own backyard might be willing to 
concede a point and come in with Santa Ana on a mutual 
proposition.

1. A central location, such as between Santa Ana 
and Costa Mesa, would be just as convenient to most stu¬ 
dents as separate locations elsewhere. 

2. Better buildings and campus can be provided by 
pooling the available money than by dividing it. 

3. A better and bigger teaching staff can be secured 
at less cost for the larger institution than could for two 
smaller ones. 

A lot of work has been done toward establishing a 
separate junior college along the coast by the Coast asso¬ 
ciation and other interested groups. 

At the same time, there has been an effort made in a 
contrary direction by people affected in Anaheim, Orange 
and Tustin, while in Santa Ana the talk has largely been 
of a new plant here. 

Really there’s no reason why the whole group 
shouldn’t get together and discu.ss the problem from a 
point of mutual vantage. 

We suggest that som.e Santa Ana organization with 
the interest of the whole south end of the county at heart 
contact the Coast association for a joint discussion. 

A little leadership along the right lines at this mo¬ 
ment might go far toward creating a fine union junior 
college capable of developing into the best and biggest of 
its class in the West.
